Representative Knowles says an issue 


Ot bonds means the reduction of the 
American people to a worse condition 
of slavery than existed in Cuba under 
Spanish rule. One-bait the wealth of 
the country is now in the bands of 
31,000 persons and the issuing of half 
a billion more bonds at this time means 
the absorbtion of the balance by tbe 
game class. If our bonds are good, 
our treasury notes are good, and there 
is no need of issuing one dollar in 
bonds at the present time. 
It is 


Bimply a scheme to tax the people 
millions of dollars annually for the 
benefit of the money syndicate. 


Congressman ^ieberg says it would 


be far better for the people to issue 
1600,000,000 in treasury notes, if such 
large expenditure should be necessary, 
even if tbe notes were payable in gold, 
aa they would be non-interest bear- 
toff. 


Congressman Benton says to impose 


more burdens on the people, without 
any expansion of the currency is un- 
precedented. 
This government has 


never fought a war depending upon 
gold to provide money, and it Is grossly 
unjust to the plain people to enor- 
mously raise their taxes without ex- 
panding the currency so that prices of 
their products may rise in value and 
furcish them the means to pay in- 
creased taxes. 


Congressman Lanham says while 


money may be obtained through the 
sale of bonds, it is nevertheless, a stern 
fact that such bonds must be ulti- 
mately paid with their accumulated 
interest, and in sound economy the 
issuance of bonds is the very last re- 
eort, and should never be invoked if 
any other reasonable and available 
methods of procuring money can be 
found. 


Congressman Talbert says he is in 


favor of voting all the money that is 
necessary to carry on this war, but he 
thinks it is an outrage and a disgrace 
on our nation that this emergency 
ehonld be taken advantage of to make 
more money for the rich and to still 
further grind down our poor laboring 
people into the very dust. 


Congressman Sutherland says an in- 


come tax should be imposed to the end 
that the man of millions as well as the 
laboring man should pay a fair pro- 
portion of the expenses. 


Congressman Carmack says he is 


opposed to the issuance of interest- 
bearing bonds when a moderate issue 
of non-interest-bearing notno wjuia 
not only provide tbe government with 
tne needed revenue, but supply the 
people with a much needed addition to 
the volume of money. 


This bond craze is a legacy of tbe 


civil war, said Congressman Barlow. 
It is a part of tbe meet vicious mone- 
tary system in the whole world. It 
was fostered in this country by schem- 
ing knaves during tbe contest of the 
sixties; and while the brave men on 
both sides were sacrificing themselves 
In a struggle for principle, which re 
suited in tbe liberation of 4,000,000 
slaves, these sbylocke and coupon clip- 
pers were completing their nefarious 
plans. 


If the 
government has sufficient 


credit, says Congressman Moon, to 
float a large interest-bearing indebted- 
ness, that same credit will enable it to 
float a non-interest bearing indebted- 
ness to the extent at least to which its 
revenues may reasonably be calculated 
within a limited period to extinguish 
that indebtedness without withdrawing 
•ny of tbe wealth of the country from 
taxation by placing it in non-taxable 
bonds. The issuance of treasury notes 
would accomplish this purpose. 


Yon shall not, said Congressman 


Qaines to Speaker Reed, with my con- 
sent, make this war necessity a pre- 
text for fastening more gold bonds on 
the people. Why not issue greenbacks? 
Greenbacks did more than a million of 
men in tbe Civil War and the country 
never prospered as it did with green- 
backs after the war. They were mighty 
In -war and mighty in peace.

There are four six inchguns mounted in 
broadside, 20 six pounders, six one 
pounders, and flre torpedo tubes for 
Whitehead torpedoes. 
The vessel's 


displacement is 10,288 ton; length over 
all, 8(J4, feet; extreme beam 70 feet; 
draught of water, 27 feet eight inches. 
Her coal capacity is 1594 tons. The 
Oregon is rated a first class battleship, 
and has been in commission since 
July 15 1896.

ARITHMETIC 1700 B. C. 


Sums Over Which Egyptian Children Pni- 


iled Their Brains. 


Probably the oldest copy book for 


borne lessons in arithmetic was recently 
unearthed in Egypt The papyrna,which 
was found in excellent condition, dates 
from tbe period about 1700 B. C.—thai 


about 100 years before the time oi 


Moses, or almost 8,600 years ago. It 
proves that the Egyptians had a tbor 
ough knowledge of elementary mathe 
matics almost to the extent of our own. 
The papyrus has a long heading, "Di- 
rection how to attain the knowledge of 
all dark things," etc. Numerous exam- 
ples show that their principal opera- 
tions with entire units and fractions 
were made by means of addition and 
multiplication. Subtractions and divi 
sions were not known in their presen1 
form, but correct results were obtained 
never thelesa 


Equations are also found in tbe papy 


rus. Among tbe examples given is tbii 
one: Ten measures of barley are to bi 
divided among ten persons in buch a 
manner that each subsequent person re 
ceives one-eighth of a measureless than 
tbe one before him, Another example 
given is: There are seven men, eacl 
one has seven cats, each cat has eaten 
seven mice, each mouse has eaten seven 
grains of barley. Each grain of barley 
would, if cultivated, have yielded seven 
measures of barley. How much barley 
has been lost in that way? The papyru 
also contains calculations of area, th 
calculation of the area of a circle 
its transformation into u square, 
finally calculations of tho cubic rneas 
nrements of pyramids.—Philadelphi 
Record.
